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REVERTING TO THE DARK 
AGES 

We don't envy any prison ward- 
en his job, But if the Holmes- 
burg, Pennsylvania, prisoners were 
scalded to death for punishment, 
then, with all our boasted civill- 
zation and knowledge of psycholo- 
gy in handling people, we must ad- 
mit that we are reverting to the 
dark ages, 

The thumb serew and rack had 
nothing on this for sub-beastial 
cruelty. Neither did that other 
insane refinement of torture in 
which the vietim was stretched on 
a table with head hanging off and 
water poured into his mouth until 
unconsciousness relieved his agony. 

The mental torture of four men 
in solitary confinement to whom 
hot steam was allegedly applied 
must be beyond human compre- 
hension. And if the Bible teach- 
ing is right that for every pain 
we cause unjustly there is a com- 
mensurate one awaiting us some- 
time, somewhere in the future, just 
what is coming to those who in- 
flicted this agony? 

Modern methods of prison re- 
form may be faulty on the side 
of leniency but the resorting to 
such brutality as above described 
is a smirch upon our civilization 
which the people (who are ulti- 
mately partly responsible) should 
determine must never be repeated, 


OUR LAG IN RECOVERY 

The depth of the world-wide de- 
pression which began in 1929 and 
affected the economic conditions 
of every nation in the world, came 
in 1932, In that year recovery 
had got well under way in all coun- 
tries, including our own, and has 
been progressing, fairly steadily, 
ever since, 

The League of Nations compiles 
economic statistics for the whole 
world, with no nationalistic or par- 
tisan bias. The reports in the 
League's Year Book are as near 
to cold, unbiased mathematics as 
are obtainable anywhere, It comes 
with something of a shock, there- 
fore, to find the United States at 
the bottom of the list of great na- 
tions in the degree of recovery 
from the depression. 

We were harder hit than any 
other nation except Germany. But 
according to the League’s figures, 
Germany has achieved a degree of 
recovery many times greater than 
our own. It is now 24 per cent 


this country is still 36 per cent 
worse off than in 1929. Japan, 
Sweden, Great Britain and Italy 
are in better economic condition 
than before the depression began; 
Canada has made an almost com- 
plete recovery and eyen France, 
with all its troubles, has made 
more of a comeback than we have. 

If it were true that the credit 
or blame for the well-being of 4 
people depends on the character 
and wisdom of the government, we 
would be compelled to believe that 
Germany, Italy and Japan have 
better and wiser governments than 
we have. Such a belief would point 
to the “authoritarian” type of gov- 
ernment as the best of all for the 
veneral welfare. 

Few Americans believe that an 
autocratic government is the best 
government, It may be that we 
are paying a high price for the 
preservation of our individual lib- 
erties. But in Sweden and Great 
Britain, which stand close to the 
top in degree of recovery from the 
world depression, the people have 
not sacrificed individual liberties 
in any degree, 

THE COMMUNIST MENACH 

The Congressional Committee 
leaded by Representative Martin 
Dies of Texas, which is charged 
with “investigating unAmerican 
activities,’ has been furnishing a 
lot of sensational headlines in 
which great numbers of individuals 
and organizations are accused of 
collaborating in underground ac- 
tivities designed to turn the Amer- 
ican government over to the Com- 
munists or the Fascists or adyo- 
cates of some other form of goy- 
ernment different from our own, 

A great deal of the stuff which 
gets into print about such subver- 
sive movements seems pretty silly. 
There are only two ways in which 
cur government can be over- 
thrown, One is by force of arms, 
the other by the voice of the peo- 
ple. Some European and many 
Latin-American governments have 
been overthrown by force. To do 
that, the opposition must first get 
control of the army and the navy. 
Nothing has been brought out at 
the Dies committee hearings or 
hinted at elsewhere to suggest 
that the armed forces of the Unit- 
ed States harbor any such seeds 
of revolution as those of Russia 
and Germany did. 

As to votes, there is nothing in 
American law to prevent the Com- 
munist party from putting its can- 
Cidates into the political race, or 
to prevent anyone from voting for 
them. For years there has been 
a Communist ticket on the official 
ballots of most of the states, 

We do not believe that the 
American people are in danger of 
surrendering their fundamental 
rights voluntarily, and we see no 
immediate likelihood of those 
rights being taken from them by 
force, The danger is that their 
elected representatives in Congress 
may be led into acquiescing in too 
many well-intentioned strivings for

SAUL: MORAL FAILURE 


LESSON TEXT—I Samuel 10:21-25; 15: 
20-28; 91:5-6, 

GOLDEN TEXT—To obey is better 
than ancrifice, I Samuel 15:22, 


Moral failure is the direct result 
of disobedience to God. ‘This fol- 
Jows from the fact that the moral 
order established in the universe 
waa established by God, He, then, 
{gs the One who knows the right way. 
“God is always right, and when we 
are against God, we are always 
wrong. To walk a road leading 
away from God is to travel straight 
to ruin, and this is what Saul did’ 
(Wilbur M. Smith), 

The story of Saul's choice as king, 
his personal qualifications for lead- 
ership and his ultimate disgrace and 
death, is one that should give pause 
to every young man or woman who 
has been afflicted with present-day 
ideas that brilliance of mind, quick- 
ness of wit, and apparent worldly 
success, apart from obedient sub- 
misston to God, are satisfactory 
ends in themselves, ‘There !s a 
way that seemeth right unto a man, 
but the end thereof are the ways of 
death’ (Prov, 16:25), 

I. “There Is Nons Like Him” (10; 
21-25), 

Saul was chosen of God to be 
Isrnel's first king. God Himself 
had been their king, but they in 
their willful unbelief wanted to be 
like neighboring nations, And the 
choice of both God and the people 
fell on Saul, for there was ‘none 
like him among all the people.”’ 

Never has a man been privileged 
to enter more auspiciously upon 
high office. Physically he was well- 
equipped, head and shoulders above 
the people (10:23), Mentally he 
was fitted for leadership. He was 
humble (9:21). He was spiritually 
right (10:6-9), He had a tolerant 
and kindly spirit (11:13), He was 
a successful military leader (ch. 11). 

For two years all went well, but 
then came the crisis which proved 
that all was not as it should be, 
when Saul presumptuously took the 
place of Samuel! as priest and made 
an offering (13;9-13). This was later 
followed by his disobedience in spar- 
ing Agag. 

Il. “To Obey Is Better Than Sac- 
rifloe’’ (15: 20-23). 

God had commanded that there 
must be utter destruction of the 
Amalekites and their possessions— 
something like the burning of a dis- 
ease-infested house—a wiping out of 
a king and people who were con- 
demned of God. We may not fully 
understand this act of God, but if we 
know Him we will not doubt that it 
was in accordance with His infinite 
wisdom and love. 

Saul chose to disobey, later con- 
tending that it was done because of 
the people, that sheep and oxen had 
been spared for a sacrifice to the 
Lord, Samuel cuts through his hy- 
pocrisy and declares that God wants 
obedience rather than sacrifice. This 
ig a lesson that many who profess 
to follow the Lord have not learned. 

“All the sacrifices and ceremo- 
nies of religion are to aid and pro- 
mote obedience, not to be a substl- 
tute for it. Disobedience can never 
be made a virtue, even though at- 
tended by thousands of sacrifices” 
(Stanley). The church or the indi- 
vidual who denies or disregards the 
teaching of God's Word and at- 
tempts to make up for it by sacri- 
fices and ceremonies declares to the 
world that there has been a depar- 
ture from true faith in God. Obe- 
dience is a virtue all too rare, 


IX, “The Battle Went Sore Against 
Saul” (31:3-6), 

This quotation from verse 3 re- 
lates to a particular battle, but it 
may well be applied to the entire 
battle of Saul's fe. Having once 
begun the downward path of pre- 
sumption and disobedience, the de- 
scent became rapid. 

The man to whom God had given 
a new heart and upon whom He had 
poured out His Spirit fell to such a 
low state that we find him in I Sam- 
uel 28 consulting a witch, a spiritis- 
tle medium, seeking opportunity to 
speak with Samuel, who had already 
gone to his reward. 

Spiritism is an evil current in our 
day, and therefore it may be well 
to point out that while mediums do 
seem to have the power to simu- 
late the dead, they bring this about 
through familiar spirits (I Sam. 28: 
7), that is through communication 
with evil spirits, The dead do not 
actually return, but they are repre- 
sented by demonic agents. When the 
witch of Endor called on her famil- 
far spirit. God intervened and actu- 
ally brought Samuel from the dead 
to the great surprise of the witch. 
No Christian should ever have any- 
thing to do with Spiritism. If he 
does he indicates that his spiritual 
life is at very low ebb and that he 
is In real soul-danger. 

The death of Saul writes a tragic 
end to a promising life, destroyed 
not so much by outside influences 
as by the moral decay within. The 
wise man sald that as a man “‘think- 
eth in his heart so is he" (Prov, 
23:7). It may not show today or 
tomorrow, but eventually the heart 
that is wrong leads to a life that 
ig wrong. ‘Keep thy heart with al) 
diligence: for out of it are the is: 
sues of life’’ (Proy. 4:23).

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SEED PHAS AND BRANS—I 
have had several inquiries con- 
cerning the saving of seed peas 
and beans, It seems that many 
wives are having trouble with bugs 
and worms in the saving of seed 
peas, I have had quite a lot of 
experience in this work and it 
seems to me that we should «ll 
learn the art of saving our seed 
correctly, I’m glad to give you 
what I know about this subject. 
You must first decide as to whetn- 
er you will save your seed in the 
hull or have them shelled, If you 
try to save your seed in the null 
you must use a different method 
from that used if you shell your 
seed, It is best to save your seed 
in the hull if you can do so, Hy- 
ery farmer should have & room 
which has been prepared for the 
saving of seed, There should be 
bins in this room covered with 
screen wire and all seed should be 
kept in these bins, A sugar barrel 
should be kept for the treatment of 
seeds as they come in, The barrel 
should be tight and clean, The seed 
peas should be placed in this barrel 
and treated as soon as they are 
gathered, What is commonly 
known as high-life is the best 
remedy known for the killing of 
weevils and bugs. In fact, nothing 
can live in a room or barrel where 
the fumes from this chemical ex- 
ist, Place a can of high-life in the 
barrel and leave the lid off the 
can, You can pour the fluid in 
a glass if you prefer. It will evap- 
orate and do the work if you will 
only furnish a tight place where 
the gas cannot escape, Please re- 
member that the fumes are heavy 
and will go out through a crack 
in the barrel or a knot hole. You 
should place an old sack or cloth 
over the barrel so the fumes will 
not be blown out by the wind. You 
can treat several different varieties 
of seed in the same barrel if you 
care to. I would suggest that you 
fill the barrel for each treatment, 
A thin cloth should be placed be- 
tween the different varieties of 
seed, This will save you some on 
the cost as it costs just as much 
to treat one half barrel of seed as 
it does a whole barrel of seed, If 
you have a large box or any other 
tight container you can use it in- 
stead of a barrel. An old oil drum 
is fine if you can get the end cut 
out, It is possible to treat all your 
seeds along with your corn if you 
have a crib that is tight enough 
to hold the fumes from the high- 
life. It is my suggestion that 
you treat your peas, beans and 
the like as they come in from the 
garden and field, This treatment 
will only destroy the live insects 
and will not destroy the eggs. If 
you wish to destroy the eggs it 
will be necessary for you to fol- 
low another plan, You might 
treat your beans when you gather 
them and treat them again if they 
become buggy. If you wish to kill 
the eggs you must shell the peas 
or beans and use one of two oth- 
er methods. There are two mecth- 
ods of killing the eggs. One is 
the heat method and the other is 
the chemical method, I prefer the 
heat method as it is easier and 
cheaper. The chemical method is 
very simple and any one can do it. 
You get a solution of chemicals 
which is strong enough to kill the 
eggs but is not strong enough to 
kill the seed and you dip your seed 
in this solution, As soon as you 
dip them you spread them to dry 
and you must be sure that they 
dry thoroughly and quickly, There 
are many known chemicals which 
may be used for this purpose. I 
would suggest that you get in 
touch with your county agent or 
talk to your local druggist as to 
the proper chemicals to be used. 
The heat method is the easiest and 
I think it is the best, There are 
two methods of using heat, One 
is to use dry heat and the other 
is to use hot water. Like the hot 
water plan the best as it is safer. 
The dry heat plan is very simple 
but you need some experience to 
do a good job. You simply place 
the shelled seed in a large shallow 
pan and place the pan in a hot 
stove oven and permit it to re- 
main only a few moments, This 
heat will kill all germ eggs if the 
heat is evenly applied to all the 
seed, You must not allow the seed 
to remain in the stove long enough 
to heat the seed through, The 
life of the seed is in the center of 
the seed and if it gets very hot 
the seed will not come up, You 
must also be careful about heating 
the seed hot enough to injure the 
husk on the outside of the seed, 
The one thing you must keep in 
mind is to heat the seed hot enough 
to kill the insect eggs without in- 
juring the seed. This can be eas- 
ily done if you know how. I would 
suggest that you learn the art un- 
der the instruction of an experienc- 
ed hand or your home demonstra- 
tion agent. The hot water method 
is even easier than the dry heat 
method, I would suggest that you 
use your wash pot and that you 
have your water almost boiling 
hot. Place the shelled seed in a 
flour sack and dip them in the 
water. Do not have very many 
seed in the sack as the water 
should go through them as soon as 
they touch it. Have a tub or box 
handy so you can pour the seed 
in them at once. You should dip 
the seed and empty them as quick- 
ly as possible. Permit the seed 
to cool at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, otherwise the heat might go 
to the center of the seed and in- 
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jure the life of the seed After 
your seed has been treated by the 
heat method they should be stored 
in a dry cool place behind a screen 
wire. If the job is properly done 
you will not find the first weevil 
or bug in the seed which has been 
treated. The government puts out 
bulletins on this subject and I

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would suggest that you secure 
these bulletins from your county 
farm agent, Tf he does not have 
them he can secure them for you 
and he will be glad to do so, There 
is very little excuse for us having 
damaged seed if we will only use 
the brain that our Maker gave us,

COMMON SENSE MEDIOINE 
AND PRACTICES — Bxercise is 
very important if we are to have 
a healthy body. Many of us seem 
to think that we need only one 
form of exercise and I'm afraid 
that many of us are allowing our 
bodies to become weak because 
we have a false conception of 
what exercise really is. My idea 
about exercise is based upon ob- 
servation and experience, TI would 
like to give you my idea so you 
can compare it with yours. It 
seems to me that every part of 
the body needs exercise if we are 
to be at our best. If this is true 
we need to exercise the skin, the 
lungs, the diaphragm and every 
muscle in the body, This cannot 
be done without some forethought 
on our part, I told you last week 
how to exercise the skin, so I'll 
try to tell you next how to exer- 
cise the lungs. I would suggest 
that you do lung exercises at least 
twice each day and that you take 
this exercise in the sunshine, Face 
the sun and place yourself in the 
attitude of trying to develop your 
lungs. In the beginning you should 
breath very gently but deeply. 
Each time you should try to breath 
deeper and harder until your chest 
will expand like a toy balloon, I 
think it, best to throw your chest 
out, your shoulders back and give 
a big smile each time you pull the 
air into your lungs, While you 
are taking this exercise is a mighty 
good time to also think about your 
Maker, Try to be thankful for 
the sunshine and the fresh air as 
you pull it into your chest and 
you will find that your exercise 
is easier. Only a few deep breaths 
twice each day will do the trick 
if you will do it in the proper 
spirit. I would suggest that you 
try this plan for a few weeks and 
if it does not do you good you 
should go to the doctor at once 
as you are about ready to turn 
your toes up. I do not know of 
anything else that is so simple yet 
which will do you so much good 
as will this lung exercise. Exer- 
cising your diaphragm is about 
the same as exercisng your lungs 
as you cannot do one without doing 
the other, Your diaphragm really 
does your breathing for you and 
unless you have a strong dia- 
phragm you cannot do real hard 
breathing. I once knew a boy who 
took great pride in the strength 
of his diaphragm. He was a small 
boy but he would permit other 
boys to hit him with their fists 
in his abdomen. He would per- 
mit you to hit him hard enough to 
almost take his breath, but it did 
not hurt him. He had developed 
his lungs and his diaphragm until 
they were able to resist such 
blows. This man has been very 
healthy and is a physical specimen 
of good heatlh. You need this 
same exercise and you, too, can 
have a strong diaphragm if you 
will only develop it. If you ever 
get real sick you will need all the 
strength possible in your lungs 
and your diaphragm, Please per- 
mit me to urge you to develop 
your lungs and your diaphragm if 
you care to be a healthy person. 
Will you do it?

It acts as a “policeman” that di- 
rects the lightning stroke into the ground where it is 
harmless, and so helps protect your electric service against 
many interruptions during the summer monriths. 


This “policeman” is not yét infallible — occasionally a 
lightning stroke too strong for him to handle hits a line, 
but due to other: protective devices, the interruption affects 


only a limited section; and 


within a few minutes a line 


crew is on the job making repairs, often so speedily that 
you don’t even know the power is off. 


Lightning arresters are only one of the many pieces 
of costly equipment which private industry, without bene- 
fit of subsidy or “ballyhoo,” has developed to make elec- 


tric service not only dependable, but also cheap.

NICHOLAS Il. 


He Ruled One-Sixth Of The World—And 
Was Shot In A Dirty Cellar 


One of the richest men that 
Hurope ever knew, and one of the 
most famous men in all the world, 
was worth, when he died, about 
nifty million dollars in land, eighty 
million dollars in diamonds and 
pearls and rubies, and possessed 
an income of 4 million dollars a 
month or twenty-four dollars a 
second, 

Yet, a little after midnight, on 
July 16, 1918, he and his family 
were herded into a dirty cellar, 
full of cobwebs, and shot. ‘The 
story of their assassinations is one 
of the most dramatic tales in the 
annals of history, 

This man was Nicholas II, the 
last Czar of Russia—the man who, 
for almost a quarter of a century, 
ruled with an iron hand over one- 
sixth of all the land on earth, 

In 1917, after almost three years 
of futile slaughter, his armies re- 
volted and refused to fight any 
longer, and so, a few minutes be- 
fore midnight, on March 14, 1917, 
& committee of generals met the 
1% drawing 
room of his private train and told 
him he would have to renounce his 
power and give up his throne, 

He was so shocked that he sway- 
ed from side to side and turned 
aeathly pale, ‘The committee was 
afraid that he would actually faint 
and fall to the floor, 

He went to his bed, but he found 
it impossible to sleep. So he got 
up and spent the rest of the night 
reading one of Shakespeare's great 
plays, Julius Caesar, 

The next morning, promptly at 
11:15, he signed his abdication with 
an ordinary lead pencil and said, 
“Thank God, I can now do what 
I have always wanted to do, I 
can go to my home in Crimea and 
raise flowers.” 

The Czar and his family spent 
the last months of their lives in 
in two rooms of an old house on 
the outskirts of a town at the foot 
of the Ural Mountair Held there 
as prisoners by the revolutionists, 
they were forced to eat like peas- 
ants, They were allowed no sugar, 
no coffee, no cream, no salt and no 
butter, They had nothing to eat 
except 4 course, black bread and a 
thick, vegetable soup twice a day. 

Shortly after midnight, on the 
evening of July 16, 1918, the cap- 
tain of the guards awakened the 
Czar and his family and told them 
that rioting had broken out in the 
town and that they must dress 
quickly and go down to the cellar 
and wait there until automobiles 
came to take them to a place of 
safety. 

Presently the soldiers rushed 
down into the cellar and shouted: 
“Your friends have tried to save 
you but they didn’t succeed and 
we are going to kill you.” 

Quickly a soldier fired point 
blank at the Czar and shot him 
through the heart, The instant he 
fell, the soldiers began shooting 
at the women; but the soldiers 
were so excited that their shots 
went wild and they fired again and 
again, while the helpless women 


ran back and forth, screaming’ and 
hiding behind one another and try- 
ing to shield themselves with 
feather pillows, 

But the guards succeeded not 
only in shooting the women; they 
Stabbed them with bayonets. The 
soldiers then cut the royal bodies 
into pieces, soaked them in gaso- 
line, burned them, and threw the 
charred remains down into the pit 
of an old iron mine, 

A few days later, the soldiers 
poked about in the ashes where 
the bodies had been burned and 
found many precious stones, for 
the Empress and her daughters 
had hidden diamonds and rubies 
in the hems of their dresses, 

The Czar was very fond of read- 
ing Shakespeare and he must have 
read these words often; “They that 
stand high have many winds to 
shake them; and if they fall, they 
dash themselves to pieces.”

Council Orders 


On Sept. 26; Mrs. Clark 
Asks Restraining Order 


Mrs, Pearl Clark, property own- 
er and qualified voter of the City 
of Elba, late Tuesday evening in- 
stituted injunction proceedings in 
the Circuit Court of Coffee Coun- 
ly, Equity Division, in an effort 
to prevent the holding of an elec- 
tion on September 26, ‘The bill 
was filed with Mr. J. W. Brock, 
Register of the Court, at his home 
in New Brockton, 

The complaint is directed to 
Mayor L. P. Mullins and Council- 
men Dr, C, P. Hayes, Sr., Sam 
Bean Young, Vardye Wright, 
Drayden Smith and James English, 
and W. W. Ham, Clerk, The full 
text of the complaint is given 
below: 

To the Honorable W. L. Parks, 
Judge of Said Court, Sitting In 
Hquity: 

Comes Mrs. Pearl Clark, your 

Complainant, and respectfully rep- 


resents unto Your Honor as fol- 
lows: 
ONE, That Complainant is a 


resident citizen of Elba, Coffee 
County, Alabama, and is over the 
age of twenty-one years; that she 
owns real estate in the City of 
Elba, Alabama, and pays taxes 
thereon and that she is a duly 
qualified yoter of the City of Elba 
and of the State of Alabama. 

TWO. That Respondents are all 
citizens of Elba, Coffee County, 
Alabama, and are over the age of 
twenty-one years and were duly 
qualified and elected to hold the 
offices of Mayor, Councilmen and 
Clerk in the City of Elba, Ala- 
bama; that the last general elec- 
tion held in the City of Elba, Ala- 
bama, was in September, 1934, and 
the mayor and city council in that 
election were elected to hold of- 
fice for four years. 

THREE. That on September 1, 
1988, a caucus was held in the 
City of Elba, Alabama, to elect 
the mayor and city councilmen. 
That the Respondents have at one 
of their meetings since Septem- 
ber 1, 1938, selected the 26th day 
of September, 1938, as the day 
that a general election would be 
held to elect the mayor and the 
councilmen of Elba, Alabama. 

FOUR. Complainant avers that 
the said election is wholly unau- 
thorized by law and without au- 
thority of law and would be vcid 
and a nullity and that no 
lawful election can be held for the 
purpose of electing mayor and city 
council of Elba, Alabama, because 
of Sections 1748, 1754, 1756, 1759, 
1760, 1761, 1886 and 1887 of the 
Code of 1923 and by the General 
Acts of Alabama of 1927 which 
amends sections 1748, 1754, 1757, 
1760 and 1894 of the Code of Ala- 
bama of 1928, as found on pages 
706, 707, 708 in Sections 1, 2, 3, 
and 4, respectively, of the afore- 
said General Acts of Alabama of 
1927, and by the General Acts of 
Alabama of 19385, on pages 1105 
and 1106 which amends Sections 
1 and 3 of the General Acts of 
Alabama of 1927, which amended 
Sections 1754, 1757, 1760 and 1760 
and 1894 of the Code of Alabama 
of 1923. 

Complainant avers that the said 
election would be strictly in viola- 
tion of the aforesaid Sections of 
the Code of Alabama of 1923 
amended by the General Acts of 
Alabama of 1927 and 1935 as afore- 
said. 

FIVE. Complainant avers that 
there is no adequate legal remedy 
at law and that holding an elec- 
tion, counting the ballots and de- 
termining the results would be ex- 
pensive and inconvenient to the 
voters and tax payers of the City 
of Elba, and that the same would 
be useless and a mere straw vote. 

The premises considered and 
Complainant being without ade- 
quate remedy save for writ of in- 
junction, Complainant prays: that 
Your Honor will take jurisdiction 
of the things and matters alleged 
hereinabove, that the said mayor 
of Elba, Alabama, namely: L, P. 
Mullins, and the City Council of 


The Mayor and Council of pe 
City of Blba, meeting in a regular 
adjourned session last Friday 
morning, Ordered an election to 
be held on Monday, September 26, 
for the purpose of electing a 
Mayor and Five Councilmen for 
the City. 

The question of whether or not 
the Council would call the elec- 
tion was much discussed on the 
streets and byways for several 
days following the holding of a 
Democratic caucus on Thursday, 
September Ist, at which time 
Mayor Mullins was renominated, 
and four new councilmen were 
nominated. Councilman C, P, 
Hayes was also renominated with- 
out opposition. 

Legality of an election this year 
was a question often asked and 
one which held up the process for 
several weeks. Finally, after much 
demand and persuasion on the part 
of many people in the city, the 
saucus W4S called, More than five 
hundred people cast their ballots 
in the caucus and expressed their 
wishes as to officers who shall 
serve the city until the next regu- 
lar election time. | 

Now that the Council has called 
an election, and not a single coun- 
cilman voted against the call, a 
bill has been filed seeking to stop 
the election. Any taxpayer hes a 
legal right to file such a proceed- 
ing, but the wisdom of such action 
is doubted by hundreds of citizens 
of the toWn who say that those 
who participated in the caucus 
should certainly be willing to abide 
by the results. Complaint should 
have been made before the pri- 
mary election was held, and those 
who wished to do so should have 
refused to take part in the 
election. 

Concensus of opinion is that six 
or eight people are not satisfied 
with the result of the election, 
some of them were not satisfied 
with the Officers now serving, and 
would never be satisfied, no mat- 
ter who Serves, and they are re- 
sponsible for the agitation against 
holding the election. 

Sentiment of a majority is that 
the newly Selected officers should 
be allowed to take their places on 
October 1, in accordance with the 
wishes of the voters. And this 
end will be accomplished, no mat- 


COTTON LOAN 
EXPLAINED 


PLAN IS 
BY JONES 


AUBURN, Ala, The govern- 
ment loan of 8.30 cents per pound 
under the 19388 farm program is 
available in full to cooperating 
farmers who have not knowingly 
planted cotton in excess of the 


1938 acreage allotment, A. W, 
Jones, AAA administrator in Ala- 
bama, announced this week. 


Non-cooperators will be eligible 
to receive a loan at 60 per cent 
of the rate applicable to cooperat- 
ing’ producers and only on that 
part of the production in excess 
of their marketing quotas, accord- 
ing to Mr, Jones. The 8.30 cents 
is for seven-eights middling cotton, 
with varying loans available on 
other grades and staples. 

Loans will be made directly by 
the Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion and by banks and other local 
lending agencies under arrange- 
ments substantially similar to 
those pertaining to previous cot- 
ton loans, Mr, Jones said. The 
corporation, he said, has allocat- 
ed the sum of $100,000,000 for 
loans on the 1988 cotton crop. 
Loans will bear 4 per cent interest 
and mature July 31, 1989. 

Banks and other lending agen- 
cies may make the loans to pro- 
ducers upon cotton stored in ap- 
proved warehouses and sell the 
notes to Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration from time to time prior 
to 30 days from the maturity of 
the notes, at par with accrued in- 
terest at the rate of 214 per cent. 
Such loans will be purchased only 


from banks and other lending 
agencies which enter into an 


agreement to pay 114 per cent per 
annum on the principal amount 
collected on the notes while held 
by agencies lending the money. 
Loans will be made only upon 
cotton represented by negotiable 
insured warehouse receipts issued 
by warehouses approved by Com- 
modity Credit Corporation. Such 
approval will be made by the man- 
eager of the loan agency of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion serving the district in which 
the warehouse is located, Mr. 
Jones Declared. The districts serv- 
ed by each RFC loan agency for 
cotton will be the same as those 
used in the 1937-88 program.

HUGH D. SEXTON, 
County Agent, 
Wiregrass Group Led By Steagall 
Will Take Fight to Wallace 
(Sunday’s Dothan Eagle) 

A delegation headed by Repre- 
sentative Henry B, Steagall, and 
including State Legislator Dave 
Walden of Headland and Walter 
Oakley of Columbia, Sunday left 
for Washington, D. C., to seek 
abolition of peanut marketing re- 
strictions which are seriously han- 
dicapping and penalizing Wire- 
grass farmers. Congressman Pace 
of Georgia, who is already in 
Washington, will join the delega- 
tion. 

This group, representing the sen- 
timent of the farmers of this sec- 
tion, will appear before Secretary 
Wallace, of the Department of 
Agriculture, Tuesday morning to 
lay before him the fact that the 
farmers have planted more peanuts 
than they are allowed to market, 
and that this market restriction 
was arbitrarily made after the 
crop was planted, and that the 
loss to Houston County farmers 
alone, for example, will exceed 
$200,000. 

Houston County farmers plant- 
ed approximately 40,000 acres of 
peanuts for marketing purposes; 


their marketing quota is limited 
under Wallace's ruling to only 
25,000 acres. 


It will be pointed out that the 
control of peanuts applies to only 
nine counties in Alabama, where- 
as the remaining 58 counties can 
plant and market peanuts without 
restrictions of any kind. 

It will also be stressed to Mr. 
Wallace that peanuts were not one 
or the crops included in the farm 
bill law, and that these control 
regulations were made by his of- 
fice and can be changed by his 
office, 

As one prominent farmer stated: 

“1, Experimental data indicates 


very clearly that there is practi- 
cally no difference in the yield per 
acre of peanuts between the Wire- 
grass area (nine counties effected), 
the Gulf Coast area, the Tennessee 
Valley area, the Sand Mountain 
area, and the upper coastal plain 
area, Five State Experimental 
farms have proved this statement, 
and they are located in the five soil 
types in Alabama, 

"2 Due to the fact that these 
nine counties had diversified since 
1915, and had divided their money 
crop between cotton and peanuts, 
gave this area a much smaller base 


jcotton acreage, which now effects 


their cotton returns, 

“3. It is impossible to swing 
suddenly into the livestock busi- 
ness and be able to convert many 
acres into the production of live- 
stock products in one year, 

“4, If the present allotment had 
been hinted at, these nine coun- 
ties so discriminated against would 
have voted 95 per cent, against the 
control, 

“5, Due to adverse weather con- 
ditions, the per acre peanut yield 
is not over 60 per cent to 70 per 
cent of last year. 

“6, Low acre yields of both 
cotton and peanuts, along with the 
control acreage to the two money 
crops—cotton and peanuts—leaves 
this section in much worse shape 
financially than it was in the fall 
of 1931.” 

Said another farmer: “The pur- 
pose of the entire farm program 
was to raise the income of smali 
farmers, and insofar as Southeast 
Alabama is concerned, it has been 
a dismal failure, The whole pro- 
gram is in jeopardy because of 
the low income this year,”
